Special nutrition program 
for the elderly begins Oct. 8 


A special nutrition, program for the 
elderly will begin Oct. 8 at the Corydon 
Christian -Church, it was announced 
recently by Harrison Circuit Court Judge 
Eugene E. Feller: 


Hot nutritious meals will be served each 
day at 12 Noon, Monday through Friday, to 
any person 60 years and older from 
throughout the county. In addition, 
“supporting social services’? such as 
outreach, transportation, personal 
escorts, information and referral, health 
and welfare counseling, nutrition 
education, shopping assistance and 
recreation will be offered. 


Income is not a factor. If the participant 
is able to pay for all or part of the meal, the 
money will be used to expand the program. 
If the recipient cannot pay, he is still 
eligible and encouraged to come. 

The Title Seven grant is being ad- 
ministered through the South Central 
indiana Council for.the Aging and Aged, 
Inc., which represents Region 14 B 
(Harrison, Clark and Floyd counties). 
Mrs. Thelma Bertrand of New Albany is 
the executive director. 

Mrs. John Feiock, director of Neigh- 
borhood Services, which is connected with 
the Lincoln Hills Development Corp., is a 
member of the council’s board of direc- 
tors. Mrs. Velda Wolfe, Mrs. Catherine 
Brandenburg and the Rev. Mr. Allen Bink- 
biner (Harrison County’s welfare 
department director) are members of the 


advisory committee. 
The Title Seven Advisory Committee is 


' represented by Mrs. Sam Byerly, Mrs. 


Helen Haggard, Jack Washburn, Lt. Col. 
Alliene Ehalt and the Rev. Mr. Ellis 
Cowling, pastor of the Corydon Christian 
Church. 

Mrs. Feiock said the council on aging 
has operated on the state level for several 
years. However, Congress recently passed 
legislation allowing for release of Title 
Seven money for the nutrition program. 


‘More than a meal program’ 


“It’s more than a meal program,”’ Mrs. 
Feiock said. ‘‘One of the main things is the 
social aspect.’’ The group will gather at 
the church between 11 a. m. and perhaps 2 
p. m. After lunch, the people will break up 
into small groups and pursue particular 
interests. 

“One paid hostess over age 60 will 
coordinate all the activities,” she said. The 
participants will plan their own programs. 

The Senior Citizens Club which was 
formed over a year ago and has been 
meeting at the Christian Church, is in- 
dependent of the nutrition program, but 

embers have been involved in the 
Dante Some of them plan to eat lunch 
at the church. 

It is expected that about 51 meals will be 
served initially, but Mrs. Feiock said the 
program is flexible. ‘For every 2!2 people 
who pay, another can eat free.”’ 

For those who do not drive, tran- 


sportation will be provided with volunteer 
help. A Headstart bus, when it’s not being 
used by that program, may be available. 
(Headstart is currently up in the air. The 
State Fire Marshall’s office last week 
ordered the program closed at the Corydon 
United Methodist Church. The program 
for youngsters will be held at the Christian 
Church if the fire marshal approves.) 

Mrs. Helen Haggard will coordinate the 
volunteer effort in Harrison County. 
Volunteers are needed and encouraged to 
call her. 

Meals will be catered each day by 
Tommy Lancaster’s resturant in New 
Albany, using a Lincoln Hills van and an 
Operation Mainstream driver. It is ex- 
pected, Mrs. Feiock said, that a local 
catering service will be employed later to 
save money and provide more meals. 

The federal government is offering the 
program as a result of a survey on the 
needs of older people. Results indicated 
that some do not eat adequately because 
they lack the knowledge or skills to select 
and prepare nourishing and well-balanced 
meals, have Ifmited mobility, have 
feelings of heigctips, or a remricted in- 
come.

_ program, talked about her job 
in a recent interview. ‘’You can 
* tell the difference in the people 
after they’ve received these 
~ meals for a couple of weeks. 
' They perk up and fix their hair 
or sweep their houses. And 
they’re so glad to see you when 
you deliver the meal,” she 
‘ commented. 
' Starting with five persons in 
_ this area, the program now 
serves. nine elderly and 
physically disabled persons. To 
participate in the project, 
persons must be over 60 years in 
- age or have a spouse who is over 
60, and must be unable to cook 
‘or prepare their own meals. 
‘“‘We have several people who 


-* are convalescing from surgery 
and have been told not to bend | 


down or something,”’ Mrs. Rose 
_ said. ‘‘Then there are others: 
who just aren’t capable of 
_preparing their meals but who 
still can lite by themselves.” 
Persons being served meals are 
asked to donate what they can 
toward the cost of the food, and 
it is explained to them that if 
; they do donate, more people can 
be fe tritious lunches. 


Smorgasbord in Scottsburg and 
Mrs; Rose and Mrs. Hines 
deliver them to the recipient’s 
homes in the city and Austin. 

Project Director Margaret 
Bonner commented that people 
with special diets cannot be 
served by the program. “We 
don’t have the facilities at this 
time to serve diabetics or 
people who need a low sodium 
diet. Perhaps someday we 
will,” she said. 

The County Health Depart- 
ment, nursing homes, and: 
hospitals are the main sources 
of information for people who 
might be eligible for Meals on 
Wheels, Mrs. Bonner advised. 
“We are not a catering service, 
however. I’d like to make that 
clear. When we are given the 
name of someone who might be 
eligible, we visit the person in 
the home and try to find out if 
the need is truly there,” she 
explained. Some persons, she 
said, might profit more from a 
group activity, like the Title VI 
Nutrition Program. Special 
attention is paid to any dental 
problems the person might 
have. Also, the senior citizen 
must supply the name of his 
doctor, who referred him to the 
program, and a person to 
contact in case of an 
emergency. 


“We do havea limited grant,” 
Mrs. Bonner said,”’ so we can 
serve only the most needy.” 

Approximately $36,138 was 
crantad tn the Mealc On Wheels! 


Counties sas well as Scott 
County. 

“There is more of a need for 
the program in Scott County,” 
Mrs. Bonner stated. ‘Volun- 
teers are desperately needed to 
work in the program. It is a 
very worthwhile project. You 
make so many people happy.” 

Civic groups or churches can 
also assist the program by 
“sponsoring” one of the elderly. 
In this way, she explained, 
more people can be reached and

the general health of the person 
betters, enabling him to stay out 
of hospitals or rest homes. 
Meals On Wheels is funded for 
one year, ending March 31, 1974. 
When asked about possible 
renewal of the project, Mrs. 
Bonner explained that unless 
the community supports the 
project, through donations of 
money or sponsorships or 
volunteers, the Council On 
Aging will take a very dim view 
of revitalizing the program. . 


“Tf we reach our present 
limits of twelve to thirteen 
people and receive no com- 
munity support, we will simply 
have to refuse people access to 
the program,”’ she stated.
